Re: E. Johnson's Sept. letter 

While I can fully appreciate a G/L/B/T 
person advocating fiscally conservative 
government policy, I have great difficulty 
with the fact that Johnson would be 
prepared to make a deal with the Devil in 
order to implement such a program in 
Canada.

While these changes have not 
been as prompt as many of us would like to 
see, Johnson completely ignores the fact 
that it was the Reform Party, under a more 
moderate leader, that proclaimed “equal 
rights” for people of minority sexualities 
equates to “special rights” for minorities. 
Johnson also neglects the fact that 
Stockwell Day, the current leader of the 
Canadian Alliance, has a long track record 
of opposing all concessions made to 
G/L/B/T Albertans struggling on the path, 
not to tolerance, but to equality. Perhaps, as 
Johnson suggests, Day really is “dumb” 
when it comes to these issues. On the other 
hand, the former Alberta Treasurer has had 
ample opportunity to become enlightened. 
Let us not forget that Day was one of those 
“redneck Albertans” who advocated the use 
of the “notwithstanding clause” in order to 
deny a gay man access to government 
services. Contrary to Johnson's model of 
“true Conservatism,’ Day has a sordid 
history of attempting to impose his religious 
beliefs on others. 

I can appreciate Johnson's feelings of 
alienation. As we saw during Day's 
leadership campaign, many members of the 
Canadian Alliance are unwilling to tolerate 
gay members of the CA. Hopefully, those of 
us within the G/L/B/T community will 
recognize the dilemma Johnson faces. Aside 
from making a deal with the Devil, there are 
not a lot of options out there right now for a 
gay fiscal conservative.

Dear Outlooks, 

I am writing this letter in reply to what 
E. Johnson wrote. If E. Johnson thinks that 
supporting the Canadian Alliance and a 
right-wing extremist in a corporate suit, like 
Stockwell Day, who calls himself a 


“Christian,” then this person is very naive 
and needs to give their head a good, long, 
hard shake! 

This is a slap in the face to all of those 
who clearly see Stockwell Day exactly for 
what he is: a right-wing religious fanatic 
who will impose his will on people by any 
means necessary. Any person in the 
G/L/B/T community who willingly supports 
Day needs a serious ass-kicking! 

When Day was assistant pastor at 
Alberta's Bently Christian Center, he 
promoted the Accelerated Christian 
Education Curriculum, imported from 
Texas. This curriculum was found to be 
lacking in sensitivity to black, Jewish and 
Aboriginal people. It also showed Muslims 
and Buddhists to be “evil,” evolutionists as 
“sinful and depraved,’ and democracy as 
contrary to “god’s word.” 

When Day was replaced in 1986, the 
new pastor inherited a large debt and a 
dwindling, demoralized and angry fractious 
congregation subjected to authoritarian rule. 
Gregory Rathjen, present pastor at Bently, 
says in a Briarpatch article by Gordon 
Laird: “That's what this church was. A 
bully. They bullied people and won.” 

Now, it should be clearly obvious to all 
Canadians that, based on  Day’s 
pastorialship at Bently, his tenure as Prime 
Minister will be the same—they will bully 
people and win. When an anti-Semite like 
Jim Keegstra supports Day, then the obvious 
question to follow is: How many other 
racist/hate groups are also supporting Day? 

All of this should be thoroughly 
investigated; every Canadian has the right to 
know just what kind of person may be the 
next head of government. If Day is innocent 
as he claims, then he should have no worries 
about what an investigation will turn up but, 
then again, throughout the Alliance 
leadership campaign, Day campaigned on 
an “agenda of respect” and “freedom train.” 
Day said that he has “strong emotional 
attachments” to gay friends (only 
emotional?). 

Yet, Day is against black people, 
Aboriginals and other non-caucasians, Jews, 
lesbians, gays, transsexuals, feminists, 
womyn’s reproductive rights, Canada's 
socialized medicine and other social 
programs. The massive Alberta government 
social program and health cuts are an 
example of Day’s truer nature. Some 
Alberta citizens are suing his government 
over health cuts that caused severe family 
hardships.

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Many of us here in Canada have 
benefitted from rights won through 
persistent struggle (though some— 
especially colonized aboriginal people— 
have long been denied their rights to self- 
determination, repressed and economically 
impoverished). 

Now these rights, the rights to 
Medicare and health care, the right to a job, 
unemployment benefits, social assistance, 
shelter and financially accessible education 
are under siege. There are also those who 
would roll back the rights to all racial/sexual 
minorities. Some stoop to attempted murder 
like the attack on Dr. Romalis, in order to 
deny womyn their right to choice. Others 
are right-wingers in corporate suits, like 
Stockwell Day, who call themselves 
“Christians.” 

NDP candidate Ken Ellis says, “It's 
important to realize that Mr. Day's religious 
beliefs may not have any effect on his 
political beliefs.” May not? It is plainly 
clear that Day's political beliefs are based on 
his religious beliefs. 

Stockwell Day, and others of his ilk, 
may be popular with some Canadians but, 
then again, so was Adolf Hitler with some 
Germans. 

But this nightmare world doesn’t have 
to be. We have the power if we organize and 
use it and unite. We should continue to 
inform the most vulnerable about the 
contradictions between what Day says and 
what he has done. 

It is no surprise to me that the letters 
written in support of Day come from men. 
As a womyn and a lesbian, this scares me, as 
it should scare all womyn. The male 
patriarchal system would like nothing better 
than to keep all womyn at home “barefoot 
and pregnant.” They have kept womyn 
enslaved for about 3000 years, using 
intimidation, violence and murder to get 
their way, and now men think that they have 
a chance with Day to restore the status quo. 
Not! 

Just say no to Stockwell Day. 

The history of Christians has been the 
history of butting into other peoples’ affairs 
and forcing others, by whatever means 
necessary, including oppression, torture and 
death, to do as ordered. These Christians 
have always justified their terror as the 
bidding of “god.” There is far too much of 
that kind of crap going on in the United 
States, and Canadians certainly do not need 
someone like Day bringing that type of crap 
into this country and ruining it. His 
becoming the leader of the Opposition is but 
the first step in sending Canada back into 
the Middle Ages/Nazi Germany—mass 
hysteria and scapegoats. Those who forget 
history are doomed to repeat it. 

Why do some Canadians think that we 
have to drastically change everything to the

Dear Outlooks, 

In last month’s Outlooks we read a 
glowing letter about the Canadian Alliance 
from an E. Johnson. We feel compelled to 
respond. 

The word oxymoron has Greek origins 
from “oxy,” meaning keen or pointed, and 
“moros,” meaning foolish. A gay person 
advocating the Canadian Alliance and 
blindly following Stockwell Day fits this 
definition beautifully. It is everyone’s right 
to speak his or her mind, but for a gay 
person to become so caught up in a political 
bandwagon that he or she forgets the long 
history, statements, legislation, and policy 
that Mr. Day and the Reform/Alliance Party 
has advocated is, in our view, foolish 
indeed. 

Politicians influence society through 
legislation, policy and action. Mr. Day has, 
through all of these avenues, proven that he 
not only understands gay rights issues but is 
one of the leading opponents of the gay and 
lesbian community. Let’s not forget that Mr. 
Day was probably the leading opponent of 
Delwyn Vriend in the Alberta provincial 
government. The Vriend Court decision that 
gave Alberta gays and lesbians many of the 
rights and privileges enjoyed by every other 
Albertan for generations. This so bothered 
Mr. Day that he and some other like-minded 
politicians established the provincial 
government’s “Fences Committee.” The 
mandate of this committee was to restrict 
gay and lesbian people from gaining any 
more equal rights. One direct result was the 
provincial government’s just-passed Bill 
202, the Marriage Amendment Act, which 
pledges the provincial government to use 
the notwithstanding clause to prevent “gay 
marriage.” 

When Mr. Day was minister of social 
services he created policy that clearly 
discriminated against gay and lesbian 
people. He established department policy 
restricting social workers from considering 
gay and lesbian people to be foster parents. 


At this time, he oversaw the case of Ms S., 
She was a longtime Edmonton viable foster 
parent who was “discovered” to be lesbian 
and, due to Mr. Day’s new policies, was 
stopped from continuing to take new foster 
children. For Mr. Day, gays were not 
eligible, not because specific individuals 
would or would not make good parents, but 
simply because they were gay or lesbian. 

As for Day’s personal actions, during 
his recent by-election campaign, he was 
quoted as “having concerns” about gay 
people in the military. He is on record many 
times that he believes gay and lesbian 
people choose to be gay, and that it’s an 
abomination. When the Alberta Lottery 
Board granted $10,000 to the Red Deer 
Museum to study the lives and history of 
homosexuals in Alberta, Day responded, 
“We all make mistakes and they made a 
mistake in pursuing a project which 
purports to reflect the sexual choices of one 
per cent of the population.” In Mr. Day’s 
world, gay and lesbian people are no more 
than a tiny special interest group not worthy 
of equal rights in any way. 

Mr. Day and the Reform (now 
Alliance) Party have made it an article of 
faith that “interventionist and activist” 
courts and the Canadian Charter of Rights 
and Freedoms are undermining their version 
of Canadian society. What the Courts have 
done is apply the Charter of Rights to find 
that many pieces of legislation that 
discriminate on the basis of sexual 
orientation are not legal. Why does 
prohibiting discrimination represent such a 
threat? 

When the federal government took a 
leadership position and legislated provisions 
against discrimination on the basis of sexual 
orientation in the federal Bill of Rights and, 
recently, in Bill C-23, the Reform/Alliance 
Party vehemently opposed both measures. 
The letter from the gay Alliance supporter 
criticized these measures as not going far 
enough but then failed to mention the 
vehement opposition to them by his own 
party. Such criticism has no credibility. 

Imagine what may happen if Mr. Day 
were Prime Minister, with the power to 
legislate away the rights we have acquired, 
with the ability to use the “notwithstanding 
clause” of the Charter of Rights to override 
the protection the courts might want to give 
us. Imagine the danger of having Mr. Day as 
Prime Minister appointing the judges who 
will make decisions on our rights! 

The consequences may impact every 
gay and lesbian person in Canada by turning 
back the clock a generation, if not more. If 
you like the rights you currently enjoy, then 
to support a politician who would dearly 
like to see these rights removed is truly a 
foolish stance. It truly is an oxymoron. 
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In our view, Mr. Day and his advisors 
have embarked on a clever campaign to 
make his image acceptable enough to 
mainstream Canadians for him to be elected 
to power. Clever words used by him, such as 
“agenda of respect” and the “freedom train,” 
are nice catch-phrases. Sadly, it seems he 
has convinced some gay people to 
internalize his message. For gays and 
lesbians, the Alliance’s so-called “freedom 
train” would be a trip straight into the closet 
and back in time. 

We will never be convinced to 
internalize homophobia, a feeling of being 
“Jess worthy,” simply to provide a vote to a 
politician. We will not knowingly support 
actions that would return us or our friends to 
the closet. We will not be an oxymoron. We 
believe gay and lesbian people have a 
responsibility to do all they can to prevent 
this from happening.

Biological errors rejoice: the 
broadcasting error known as Dr. Laura 
Schlessinger is off the air—at least for 
the time being. Paramount pulled the 
highly controversial show for “re- 
tooling,” following dismal ratings and 
pronounced yawns from TV critics and 
viewers alike. According to Linda 
Lipman, a spokeswoman for Paramount, 
the hiatus was "planned" before the 
show even made its debut on a limited 
number of stations throughout North 
America. 

When—or if—the Dr, Laura Show 
does re-appear on the tube, one thing 
will still be missing: corporate 
sponsorship. Even before the show aired 
its first broadcast, the attrition of the 
show's sponsors made the news more 
regularly than the offensive comments of 
its host. Heavy hitters such as Procter &

Gamble and Kraft dropped out early in 
the game, with many others following 
suit. Some advertisers that did make it 
to the “start gate” with the show were 
reported to have done so erroneously, 
their on-air time purchased in blocks 
according to schedule slots and not 
programming. Companies such as 
Oldsmoblie and Coca Cola pulled their 
support since the September 11 debut, 
with some issuing statements against 
Schlessinger’s views once they 
discovered their involvement. As of 
press time, no datee was confirmed for 
the reappearance of the Dr. Laura Show.

The time has come, yet again, to talk 
of things wild and queer. Local organizers 
in Edmonton, keeping alive a tradition 
that goes back eight years, have booked 
The Third Space—a theatre on the fringe 
of downtown—for the annual Live and 
Queer theatre event on the evenings of 
November 17th and 18th. 

Loud and Queer has established a 
tradition for showcasing both the best- 
known and up-and-coming 
gay/lesbian/bi/ transgendered talent in 
Edmonton and Alberta, using short (no 
longer than fifteen minutes) 
performances as the shaping restriction 
for any piece that appears. This proves to 
be not just a challenge for the artists 
involved, but has also created a genre 
unto itself, showcasing some of the most 
condensed, focused, and vibrant dramatic 
performances, stand-up routines, music, 
and dance you’re ever likely to see. 

Alberta queers have been 
encouraged, during the past years of the 
event, to submit material—plays, poems, 
music—to festival organizers for possible 
inclusion in the festival. It’s a perfect 
forum for newcomers to make their first 
mark in the theatre world. With the 
festival still a month and a half away, 
submissions are still being accepted at 
Workshop West Theatre until the middle 
of October. Darrin Hagen, one of the 
main organizers of the event and a major 
participant at last year’s festival, with 
four pieces of his own,notes that this

year’s Loud and Queer continues the 
tradition of previous events, with its 
mixture of music, dance, theatre and 
performance. The layout of The Third 
Space, a theatre shared by Workshop 
West and Northern Light, perfectly fits 
this eclectic mix. 

“The space itself is cabaret style,” 
notes Hagen, assuring me that the drink 
and snacks will be readily available. “I’m 
MC-ing,and have a brand new keyboard 
I’m dying to show. off. Yes, Ill be 
displaying my new organ, darling.” 

Other confirmed performers for the 
evening include musicians Andy 
Northrup—whose group, The Andy 
Northrup Trio, recently released a CD 
called Slow Burn Avenue—and Barry 
Johnson. Both were favourites at previous 
festivals. As well, the all-female musical 
group, The Divas, has been confirmed. 

Gerald Osborne, an Edmonton 
playwright, is also continuing a long 
association with the festival by including 
a dramatic/comedy. skit. Osborne 
concedes that both the structure of the 
two evenings of the festival and 
maintaining some sense of originality can 
prove daunting. 

“It’s hard coming up with a fresh idea 
for every year.” He laughs. “I have to 
think, hmm, what body part haven’t I 
talked about yet? Apparently I went over 
the fifteen minutes last year, and they had 
to slice my piece up a bit.”

For this year’s festival, Osborne 
chose to look closely at some recent 
experiences of his own and write a short 
drama/comedy about two old friends 
meeting up at a twenty-fifth high school 
reunion. “I went into my own life and 
conglomerated all my female friends into 
this one female character in the piece. So 
this is a comedy but a little bit different 
than what I’ve done in the past,” he says. 

Loud and Queer usually also contains 
a few surprises in its program. The two 
nights of the festival are completely 
different from one another, with original 
programs each night and impromptu 
things that have been known to erupt. 
Hagen notes that the audience at this 
year’s festival might expect a visit from 
Stockwell Gay, recently elected leader of 
a certain political party. 

“One of the great things, as well, 
about the festival is that you get to work 
with such great actors—sometimes the 
best in town,” notes Osborne. “Jeff 
Haslam, David Mann, Andrea House. All 
of them have been involved with Loud 
and Queer at various times.” 

Last year’s festival included a special 
guest on the first night—columnist Dan 
Savage—leaving the second night packed 
with most of the local material. This year 


the focus is mostly on local performers, 
and the pace of the action should allow 
for some contemplation between pieces. 
But only a little. 

Kevin Hendricks, publicist for the 
event, notes that many of the repeat 
performers at this year’s festival are 
returning because of the response to their 
work at previous festivals. 

“Both Andy Northrup and Barry 
Johnson, as musicians and songwriters, 
were extremely well received last year,” 
he notes. 

Tickets for Loud and Queer are 
$17.00 for each night—keep in mind that 
both evenings offer entirely different 
programs—and are available from The 
Third Space (11516-103 Street). Phone 
(780) 477-5955 for more details or to find 
out about the additional acts that have 
been confirmed between now and the 
opening of the festival.

Wow—looks and brains all wrapped 
up in one neat little package. Not to knock 
the spate of teen slasher films that have 
splattered across the silver screen recently, 
but without question, The Talented Mr. 
Ripley looms large over all others in the 
“cheekbone thriller’ genre. If you're 
looking for something edgy to rent in lieu 
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of going out Hallowe’en night, this film is 
definitely one you’ll want to put on the list. 

Essentially a remake of the 1961 
release starring French heartthrob Alain 
Delon, this updated Ripley delivers 
admirably, managing to escape the ape 
factor that makes so many other “take two” 
efforts ring hollow (Sabrina and The Out- 
of-Towners spring instantly to mind). 

The Talented Mr. Ripley, based on the 
novel by Patricia Hightower, is a story that 
builds suspensefully to its climax, a dirty 
snowball of greed, deceit, assumed identity 
and, eventually, murder. It is also a stand- 
out by virtue of not shying away from 
overt, if sly, depictions of homosexuality. 
Beautifully costumed and skillfully shot by 
director Anthony Minghella, Ripley is a 
perfect little jewel of a film, particularly 
when experienced on DVD. 

Matt Damon stars as the baby-faced 
sociopath, Tom Ripley, a social climber 
willing to plumb the depths in order to 
ascend the heights he has spent a lifetime 
observing from the sidelines. He finds the 
high life he yearns for personified in one 
Dickie Greenleaf, a spoiled American 
playboy who passes most of his time under 
the Italian sun. That is, when he's not 


spending time on top of comely village 
lasses. It is Ripley’s desire to be all that 
Greenleaf is and have all that Greenleaf has 
that propels the plot of this film from 
unassuming start to chill-inducing ending. 

As Dickie Greenleaf, British thesp 
Jude Law is arrogance made flesh, the 
perfect foil to Damon’s awkward, timid 
Ripley. The always-superb Philip Seymour 
Hoffman rivals Law for sheer unlikability 
(in the love to hate sense) as the boorish 
fop, Freddy Miles. Cate Blanchett, 
Gwyneth Paltrow and Peter Smith- 
Kingsley also put in admirable 
performances in supporting roles. It should 
be noted (as it has in these pages before) 
that a not-so-surprising cameo is made 
once again by Jude Law’s bum—which it 
getting so much screen time these days in 
almost needs its own agent. Not that we're 
complaining, mind you... 

Quite often, descriptions of film plots 
are essential in delivering a comprehensive 
review. In the case of The Talented Mr. 
Ripley, such information would be 
counter-productive for those who have not 
yet seen the film. Go out and rent it today, 
either on DVD or video; you don't need to

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for that matter—to enjoy it this sexually 
charged, stylish thriller.

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It was a case of “with Svends like this, 
who needs enemies?” For Canadian 
Alliance leader Stockwell Day when he 
entered Parliament 19. 

Openly gay veteran MP Svend 
Robinson, along with several other 
members of the New Democratic Party, 
refused to join in the group ovation to 
welcome Day as leader of the official 
opposition party. As well, Robinson 
declined to shake Day's hand, as many 
other members had done when he walked 
down the center aisle of the House for the 
first time. One account went so far as to 
say Robinson was “visibly recoilng” from 
the Alliance leader's gesture of diplomacy. 

Following the event, Robinson said to 
reporters, “Why would I join in welcoming 
a man to the House of Commons who 
stands for everything that I fought against 
my entire political career? I'm not going to 
applaud on my feet, vigorously, at the 
arrival of a leader in the House of 
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Commons who is profoundly opposed to 
equality, who has said that gay and lesbian 
people are second class citizens, that there 
should be no human rights protection and 
that AIDS is a sign of the depravity that 
God is punishing. No way.” 

Unfazed by the snub, the openly 
straight Day told reporters that he was 
“certainly open to shaking his [Robinson's] 
hand at any time and working with him on 
issues related to improving legislation in 
this country.” 

As of press time, there was no sign that 
Robinson was willing to take Day up on his 
offer anytime soon.

For a couple of years now, I have 
found myself pondering the concept of 
community. Is community where you live, 
or is it how you live? What is more 
important: your community of interest or 
your geographical community? Not 
surprisingly, this obsession manifested 
around the time I started referring to myself 
as post-gay. 

By “post-gay” I mean that I still like 
girls, I just don't feel much like carrying a 
banner about it. While I can still get 
interested in such earth-shattering issues as 
the breakdown of the Etheridge-Cypher 
union, I just don't hang out over pool tables 
in basement bars speculating as to how and 
why the split came about. 

This, of course, brings up its own set 
of issues such as, am I merely apathetic or 
do I honestly feel that the queer community 
has little to offer me at this juncture in my 
life? Middle-class chicks cruising towards 
middle-age in American cars (while 
wondering if the new owners of the 
adjacent duplex will share an enthusiasm 
for Hallowe'en decorating) are seldom 
celebrated in dykedom. 

There, I've admitted the ugly truth: I 
drive an American-made automobile. But 
it's no garden variety Ford or Chrysler; it's 
a Saturn. 

Technically a subsidiary of General 
Motors, this Tennessee-born product the 
second coming of GM's ill-fated entry into 
the sports car market, the Fiero. I bought 
the White Rocket because Madison Avenue 
told me to: “A different kind of car, from a 
different kind of company.”

Approximately 1500 people wolfed 
down a few thousand foot-long hot dogs 
and hundreds of cans of soda while 
managing to raise a few thousand dollars 
for the new elephant habitat. The local 
Saturn dealers kicked in the price of a base 
model car into the pot. 

Within the next couple of the years, 
Tina, the thirty-year-old Indian elephant 
will have new digs, abandoning what is the 
human equivalent of a bachelor apartment. 
Despite having two-and-a-half feet of hot 
dog clogging up my intestines, I left the 
zoo feeling pretty good. 

It was a feeling similar to the one I get 
on Hallowe'en night when my sweetie and 
I conspire to push up the dental bills of the 
neighbourhood kids.

cancellation and some free time on my 
hands, so I decided that it was as good a 
time as any to give blood. 

However, while I waited in line, I 
read over their material and was 
surprised to find out that they would not 
accept my blood. One of the conditions 
that makes donors ineligible to give 
blood is if you are a man who has had 
sex with a man even just one time since 
1977. My last sexual encounter with 
another man had been more recently than 
1977 and, therefore, despite the fact that 
I knew I was free of STDs, my blood 
would not be accepted by the Canadian

Blood Services. I left angry and upset 
after giving one of the nurses a piece of 
my mind. 

The Canadian Blood Services offers 
no guidelines as to behaviour for men 
who have sex with men. A man could 
have had only one sexual encounter with 
another man in twenty-three years and 
still be ineligible. Conversely, a man 
who has had multiple female partners is 
considered a safe risk as long as he has 
had only one in the past six months. 
Twenty-three years and six months? This 
seems to be a ridiculous difference in 
acceptable risk. 

I left the clinic very angry that day. 
Also, I felt a bit ashamed. The message I 
got is that my sexual behavior is dirty or 
even wrong. And while I knew that 
wasn't right, I wondered about the effect 
it might have on people who do not feel 
as comfortable with their own sexual 
behavior and identity. How do gay and 
bisexual men feel being told that their 
blood is not acceptable? 

I went out and asked some people 
for their perspective. From my small 
sampling, I got varied responses. Some 
men felt that this was just another 
example of conservatives bashing the 
homosexual community—it perpetuates 
stereotypes of gay men as promiscuous 
risk-takers and ignores the lifestyle 
choices that many gay men make in their 
relationships. However, others had 
accepted some of the negative messages 
about gay and bisexual men and 
incorporated that into their self-image. 
Then I had to ask myself what it must be 
like to have such negative thoughts 
about your own behaviors.

Shouldn’t we be screening blood 
based on an individual’s behaviours 
instead of the gender of his partners? 
Regardless of whether your partners are 
male or female or both, shouldn’t the 
standards be the same? Why shouldn’t a 
man who has been in a monogamous 
relationship with another man for over a 
year be just as eligible as a man who has 
been in a monogamous relationship with 
a woman for that same amount of time? 
Aren’t we excluding a large number of 
people from providing desperately 
needed blood? What kind of a message 
are we sending to gay men and to the 
mainstream community at large about 
homosexual behavior? 

There is a chance this could change. 
This fall, the Canadian Blood Services is 
holding a Consensus Conference, which 
will involve medical professionals as 
well as community activists to discuss 
this and other issues pertaining to donor 
regulations. The conference will 
examine other issues as well, such as 
which medications donors can be on. 
This conference comes from reaction by 
many groups, especially university 
groups, which have, in the past, banned 
blood drives on their campuses due to 
their objections to these regulations. 

The Canadian Blood Services 
assured me that it is not in their best 
interest to exclude anyone. They would 
like to see the pool of donors grow to 
include as many people as is safe. These 
rules have been in place since the early 
°80s and have served the country well 
for a long time. Canada is well known 
for having one of the safest blood 
supplies in the world; still, these rules 
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Is blood thicker than policy?

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By Bill Brooks: 
October 10 marks Police Chief 


Christine Silverberg’s last day on the job. In 
her five years as our city’s chief of police, 
the dynamic Silverberg raised the profile 
and respect of our police force to levels 
previously unparalled. Her appearance on 
the November 1997 cover of this 
publication created quite a furor in some 
circles and opened the door for many other 
high-profiled interviews within our 
community. In an exclusive interview with 
Outlooks associate publisher Bill Brooks, 
Silverberg reflects on her past, present and 
future. 

Outlooks: What was the reaction to 
you appearing on the cover of Outlooks? 

Silverberg: I was very: proud of that 
cover and—yes—I did get some flack for 
doing it. 

You may recall after it appeared there 
were commentaries on radio; I had calls 
from . TV _ stations, national radio 
commentary and press. It was, very 
interesting to me because all the way along 
when I was doing it, | never—and I’ve said 
this on many occasions—tI did not consider 
this to be an act of courage. And yet there 
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were a lot of people who considered it that 
way. | just saw it as something that was 
right to do. I didn’t really count.on, I guess 
never really thought about, the reaction it 
would garner. The fact of the matter is, as a 
police agency, we need to foster very 
positive relationships with all communities. 
I think that people should always be able to 
maintain their dignity and not feel as though 
they are being discriminated against. 

I believe very much that people should 
be able to have dignity and be able to live 
and work in a city in which they are treated 
with dignity and in which institutions are 
accessible to them and so on. A positive 
relationship between all of the communities 
is something we have to have if we want to 
build a civic home—one in which we're 
proud to live. So I didn’t think twice about 
doing the Outlooks cover and I was 
surprised with the controversy that arose as 
a result of it. I got mail from people who 
thought it was a terrible thing for me to have 
done and I got mail from people who said 
“Right on, its about time somebody 
exercised the leadérship in this city 
this.” 


Outlooks: Would it surprise you to 
know that as a result of you having the 
courage to do the cover and interview that 
other civic leaders and politicians followed 
suit ? 

Silverberg: I did notice that. You 
know, there have been numerous occasions 
in my five years where people have been 
surprised that | would stand up and speak on 
issues of social conscience. A lot of people 
said “What is the chief of police doing 
speaking to these issues—perhaps she 
ought to just stick to crime.” | always found 
that interesting because for me, you can 
never do something about crime without 
dealing with all of the social issues which 
often spawn crime. They are inexorably 
linked. More than that, I was not, in my 
view, just the chief of police: I was a leader 
in the community and I think it is important 
for leaders to speak to issues of social 
conscience. | found throughout the five 
years there were times when I would do 
something, such as the Outlooks cover, and 
then other people would either start to do it 
or start to debate and discuss important 
issues. 

If I, as a community leader, could bring 
focus to these issues which were of concern 
to our city then, as a community leader, I 
had an obligation to do so. 

I believe the quality.of life in a 
community is absolutely linked to the 
nature of the policing service provided. If 
the service is corrupt or insensitive or 
unresponsive or rigid, then all sorts of 
effects occur, such as people feeling less 
safe, or their perception of safety is very 
different and ultimately the quality of life 
goes down. 

Outlooks: What has been the high 
point for you during your five years as our 
police chief? 

Silverberg: There have been lots of 
high points. The World Petroleum 
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Congress (WPC), The World Police and 
Fire Games and so on. I think if I were to 
look at it not from an event perspective, but 
rather some of the kinds of things that really 
pleased me from my heart, I would have to 
say the following: when I receive letters 
everyday from Calgarians talking about 
what one of our officers did—— whether it 
was responding with great sensitivity to a 
domestic violence situation; whether it’s 
from Crown prosecutors with respect to the 
professionalism and excellence with which 
officers presented their cases; whether it’s 
seeing a very long-term investigation come 
to a conclusion. Every time we solve a 
murder. Every time we get another child 
out of an abusive family. All of these things 
really speak to the quality of the people in 
the police organization. When I see 

kinds of things officers and members ff 
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organizations do as a whole, I’m very 
proud. I’m also very proud of three areas in 
the force I was able to bring into focus: 
organization—¢getting the system working; 
community—understanding what each

communities’ needs are; and leadership— 
achieving the reputation of excellence for 
the city of Calgary. I was also very proud of 
the fact I learned how to ride a horse. When 
I came to Calgary, I couldn’t ride a horse! 

Outlooks: And the low point? 

Silverberg: There have been several 
and one, for sure, is the Constable Hanson 
fatality. That was very tragic and major-for 
all of us. 

It’s always a low point for me when an 
officer hasn’t lived up to expectations and, 
in fact in. some cases, has committed 
criminal offenses such as impaired driving 
or assault. 

It was a low point having to deal with 
personal contract wrangling, at the same 
time as running a major organization with 
2000 people. It was very difficult, but it is 
also something that comes with working in 
the public eye. Regrettably, people try to 
tear down leaders—not build them up. 

The mail bomb and other personal 
threats were low points. The tragedy of all 
of this is these things come often as a result 
of speaking to the very issues which I know 
create a better city. If you’re doing 
something in good conscience and really 
passionately believe in what you're doing 
and somebody misinterprets your reasons 
for doing it, it can be difficult. 

Outlooks: You must have’ been 
personally a little cross about all the flack 
surrounding the “non-event” WPC. Certain 
members of the mainstream media were 


howling about how much money was spent 
when nothing happened. 

Silverberg: It’s the age-old issue and 
it’s one of the most difficult things in terms 
of organizational change in policing, 
because it’s hard to justify and even identify 
what you've prevented. Every time we go 
to try to do preventative and interventive 
programs, it’s the old argument where 


‘people say “We need more officers on the 


street.” And that’s true, by the way, but we 
also need people working on the preventive 
aspects. Why, for example, do you think 
we ve done all this work with respect to the 
gay and lesbian community? So it brings 
hate crime into the open. So it can be 
investigated and it can be responded to. It is 
very difficult to attach a dollar figure to 
officers who are involved with the gay 
community working to prevent these types 
of crime. 

Outlooks: What motivated you to take 
time out of the WPC to attend the gay Pride 
parade? 

Silverberg: On one hand, I’m the 
Chief of Police. I am also a friend and 
supporter of many and I’m an advocate of 
many. I don’t separate who I am from what 
I do. I was very worried and concerned 
there would be those who would try to use 
the gay community for their own personal 
benefit. I did not want to see Calgarians in 
any way taken advantage of by people 
whose agendas were something else. I also 
wanted the gay community to know that, 
while I understood I had to be front and 
centre for the WPC, I had a gay Pride 
festival going on as well. I did not want the 
gay community to, in any way, feel 
marginalized that my efforts and attention 
were not just on this big thing called the 
World Petroleum Congress. 

Outlooks: What are your future plans? 

Silverberg: People believe I have had 
something up my sleeve. Otherwise, why 
would I retire from a thirty-year public 
service career? I do not have anything set, 
but what I am interested in and working 
towards are international human rights, 
institution building and community 
development. I’m going to try to bring 
these three things together, as a consultant, 
on an international level with private sector 
corporations in other countries. 

I have had meetings with the law 
school and am exploring the potential of 
doing a combined LLB/PHD and I intend 
to write my L-sats. If I’m accepted into law 
school, I can’t get in until next year. If I can 
develop a consulting practice here at the 
same time as going to school, I would very 
much like to do that. 

Outlooks: What would you like your 
legacy to be? 

Silverberg: One of the things I have 
been able to accomplish is to get people to 
realize they have the capacity to create the 
civic home that they want. People believing 
and knowing they have the ability to make a 
difference to the community and in their 
own lives, rather than feeling oppressed and 
victimized. J would like that to be my 
legacy. Once you awaken people, there is 
no going back. 
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Jeanne Beker: style and soul

You can’t really call her a “dedicated 
follower of fashion.” Oh, there’s no doubt 
that she’s fashionable—that’s confirmed 
with a glance—and her dedication to the 
work is unquestionable, but Jeanne Beker 
is not what one would typically refer to as 
a “fash-ist.” The indefatiguable host of 
Fashion Television, Beker somehow 
manages to be in the industry, but not of 
the industry, acting as a bridge between 
the often unreal world of hemlines and 
hype and the more subdued world 
occupied by the viewing audience. Think 
of her as a stylistic Sherpa guide. Her 
upcoming book Jeanne Unbottled, less a 
memoir than a catalogue of Beker’s 
experiences in and out of the fashion 
world, is due out this month. Outlooks 
caught up with her recently at a fashion 
show she was hosting at Calgary’s 
Southcentre Mall. 

Outlooks: You have a book coming 
out. 

Beker: I do! I’m so excited. It’s 
scary, too, to be putting so much of 
yourself “out there.’ My mother will 
never talk to me again, my ex-husband 
will never talk to me again, my kids— 
definitely—will never talk to me again! 
Not that I write anything bad about 
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anyone, it’s just that it’s very honest. And 
you feel like you’re a bit exposed, I think, 
but I felt that I had to do that. So many 
people have grown up watching me on 
TV. My God, I’ve been on since 1979— 
it’s going on twenty-two years now... 

Outlooks: You realize that you’ve 
kicked Seinfeld’s ass with that track 
record. 

Beker: [Laughs] Oh, ha-ha-ha! Now 
if only I could dip into his bank account! 
That’s the trouble with being a “hotshot” 
in this country: it never pays off. Well, I 
shouldn’t say that—big business or maybe 
politics, but not show business. However, 
I’m not complaining. It’s been fabulous, 
and J have a fabulous life and continue to 
do so. But, you know, bad things have 
happened to me, too, and it’s important for 
people to realize that. I get so many kids 
coming up to me and saying, “I want your 
job” and “I want to be you.” And they 
don’t realize what went into it and the 
preparation and the dues-paying that still 
goes on. 

Outlooks: You were also there from 
the start. 

Beker: Yeah. I’m proud to say that I 
was part of the team that really pioneered 
music on television. I mean, we started 
our show New Music in 1979—that was 
pre-MTV and certainly the forerunner to 
MuchMusic and the whole explosion we 
saw in music in the ’80s. It’s been an 
interesting ride, in retrospect, and it’s not 
like I’m ‘packing it all in’. But I think I 
can be a bit more reflective on things. I’m 
still running around just as much, but 
maybe the older you get you see things in 
a light that can be relevant to other people. 
I certainly hope it humanizes the whole 
process in the arena that I happen to work 
in, demystify things a little bit. People 
really do have stars in their eyes when 
they look at the fashion industry. 

Outlooks: Given your background in 
two industries, who tilts the ego scale 
more, rock stars or fashion people? 

Beker: [Pauses] Fashion people! 
[Laughs] Probably! There are some very 
egomaniacal rock stars to be sure; 
however, some fashion designers really 
take themselves seriously. And rock stars, 
at the end of the day, realize it’s still just 
about a good song. It’s a toss-up, 
sometimes, but that’s one of the reasons I 
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gravitated towards the fashion scene. I 
thought, “How colourful can people get? 
Which egos can I ‘glom onto’ next, that 
are going to take me on an even more 
incredible ride?” Fashion designers! I tell 
you, though, the biggest of them all in 
terms of ego are the architects. [Laughs] 
The architects! J think it’s because they 
have such a vision: you’ve almost got to 
be that egomaniacal to have the tenacity to 
really go for your vision. You have to 
plow past all those naysayers, so you 
really can’t blame them. The more you 
have to do that the more ego you need. 
Fashion designers have a similar vision. 
Being an egomaniac isn’t necessarily a 
bad thing, it’s sometimes quite necessary 
to succeed at that level. 

Outlooks: Figuratively speaking, of 
course, is thick skin your greatest 
accessory given the industry you work in? 

Beker: No—I think thin skin is! 
[Laughs] Let me explain myself: I think if 
I wasn’t as sensitive as I am I would 
certainly save myself a lot of pain—I 
take things to heart and get emotionally 
involved—but I think that a lot of people 
I deal with in this scene have incredibly 
thin skins, too. Contrary to popular 
belief—they act like they have thick skins, 
they look like they’re wearing this suit of 
armour—we’re dealing with with some 
very sensitive egos here. And you really 
have to be sensitive to that. If I was too 
thick-skinned I don’t think I’d be able to 
“pick up” on people, and I wouldn’t be as 
successful as a communicator or an 
interviewer. You can never be too 
sensitive. I hate that when people say 
“You’re over-sensitive, you’re being too 
sensitive.” That’s baloney. That’s what 
it’s all about: let’s try to be a sensitive as 
possible. We really owe it to ourselves as 
human beings, to be sensitive to ourselves 
and to others. Sometimes you just have to 
grin and bear it and pretend you’re 
wearing that suit of armour. For the most 


part, though, if you always had it on you 
wouldn’t be a very good communicator. 

Outlooks: You have been, and 
continue to be, very supportive of 
Canadian fashion; do you have any words 
of advice for young designers entering the 
industry at this stage of the game? 

Beker: Get yourself a rich backer! 
[Laughs] You know, the bottom line is 
tenacity—although I could say that to 
anybody entering any industry—without 
question it’s really about finding your own 
“voice”. You’ve got to really do what you 
want to do, and stick to your guns about it. 
You may have to compromise to some 
degree, but it’s important to find a niche 
for yourself because there’s so much out 
there right now. Beyond that, you’ve got 
to find someone with money. It’s like any 
business: you’ve got to find somebody to 
raise the capital. You just can’t expect to 
sit back and wait to be discovered. Now, 
the media has done a fabulous job of 
covering fashion in this country, but it 
doesn’t really seem to be enough in light 
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of the ad campaigns the Americans and 
Europeans are capable of. It really is up to 
us, as Canadian consumers, to support the 
talent in our country. Check out the 
Canadian options before we immediately 
run to the American or European stuff. 
There’s some great design out there and 
the prices are fantastic—much more value 
for your money. It’s really about seeking 
it out and taking a chance, not being so 
label-crazy. That’s really going to be the 
cool thing in a short period of time: we’ve 
been hit over the head with all these big 
labels and designers, and the pendulum is 
going to swing the other way. It’s going to 
be much more cool, much more exotic, to 
start investigating some of these young, 
new Canadian designers and make a more 
unique statement with your style of 
dressing. 

Outlooks: There was a Will & Grace 
episode where Karen and Jack were 
arguing over who knew more about 
fashion. Her rationale was that she had 
money; Jack’s was that he was gay—and 
that ended the argument. What do you 
think the connection is between straight 
women and their gay male style advisers? 

Beker: [Laughs] Oh, to be rich and 
gay—now that’s the secret! Well, a lot of 
the world’s designers are gay, so maybe 
that has something to do with knowing 
about fashion! I think it comes from a 
good eye and—here I go again 
championing the cause of femininity and 
‘gayness’—these are people who are a bit 
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more in touch with themselves, shall we 
say. I don’t know, I feel that women and 
gay men have a much more holistic 
approach to everything. They’re more 
attuned to their sensuality and sensitivity. 
And because of that I think there’s a 
greater appreciation for visual aesthetics, 
in a way that a lot of straight guys just 
don’t get. Now, there are a lot of straight 
guys out there with great taste, too, and 
great straight male designers, but 
sometimes they’re just a little bit more 
driven by tunnel vision. They sometimes 
don’t necessarily see the forest for the 
trees the way I think women and gay men 
do. I really don’t know where that comes 
from, it’s something in the psyche — 
they’re just a little more sensitive to the 
whole picture.

23-5). the 
government’s controversial Bill C-23 


was quietly passed into law. This 
landmark legislation puts Canada in the 
vanguard of progressive world nations 
by recognizing the equality of same-sex 
common-law. relationships, giving 
homosexual domestic partners the same 


rights and obligations as_ their 
heterosexual counterparts. 
However, as with all matters 


pertaining to law and government policy, 
this new breakthrough for Canada’s gay 
community brings with it rules to 
consider and jargon to understand. In 
recognition of this new law’s potential 
for confusion, the Calgary Networking 
Club (CNC) is hosting a community 
forum to help work through some of the 


issues that pertain to the Modernization 
of Benefits and Obligations Act. 

Colleen Hanna, a financial 
consultant for AFP Wealth Management 
Inc., who specializes in the gay 
community, will be on hand to review 
the legislation from a financial 
standpoint, while Gary Courtney, of 
Courtney Sebree law firm, will tackle 
the legal aspects. 

Some of the areas that this new 
legislation affects are: common-law 
status declaration on 2001 tax returns, 
mutual health plan and pension benefits, 
RRSP transference between partners, 
and CPP credit splitting in the event of a 
breakup. The advantages and drawbacks 
of retroactive tax filing will also be 
addressed. 

This forum will take place on 
Monday, Oct. 16, starting at 7 p.m. in 
Plush nightclub and is open to everyone 
in the community.

It’s hard not to take some things 
personally—even when they have nothing 
whatever in the world to do with you. 

Case in point: the end of two highly 
publicized lesbian relationships, the first the 
much touted split between Ellen Degeneres 
and Anne Heche, then more recently the 
breakdown between Melissa Etheridge and 
her longtime co-vivant, Julie Cypher. 

Now, on the surface of things, it’s hard 
to think of two stories that have less to do 
with me personally. 

First of all, ’ve never met any of the 
ladies in question, so it’s not as though I 
have a deep personal investment in their 
emotional well-being. 

Furthermore, as a gay man, it’s not as 
though I’ve been harbouring any hopes that 
one of this quartet of declared lesbians 
might suddenly develop a passionate 
attraction for this rapidly aging carcass of 
mine, a carcass that even J am not too fond 
of, truth to tell. 

So what is going on here? 

Why the sudden clutch in my guts and 
the upswing in heart rate when I read of the 
demise of their relationships? 

From whence springs this lingering 
feeling of malaise — so lingering that I just 
know it’s going to take hours (or a good shot 
of vodka on the rocks) to shake it? 

Well, after a bit of reflection, it turns out 
to be quite simple, actually. 

Of late, it seems a lot of us of the 
homosexual persuasion are a lot more 
attentive to the enduring nature (or not) of 
gay relationships other than our own. 

We know, deep down in our hearts, that 
with all this talk about same-sex marriages, 
the world is watching us like never before. 

And like our mothers, who used to 
drive us crazy by going into a cleaning 
frenzy to prepare for the arrival of the 
cleaning lady, we’re trying to put everything 
in our house in order. 

In this state of mind, it seems to us that 
every failed same-sex relationship is proof 
to the straight community that marriage 
between flighty fairies like us is a ridiculous 
proposition. 

But wait a minute. 

Like we used to say to Ma when she 
was in that cleaning frenzy: Just who the 
hell are we trying to impress here? 
(Actually, we only thought the bit about ‘the 
hell’.) 

In this case, it seems to me that the 
cleaning lady might just live in a pig sty. 

I mean, when Matt Damon dropped 
Minnie Driver like a stone (on TV yet), I 
don’t seem to recall anybody saying 
anything at all about the ability of 
heterosexuals to sustain a meaningful 
relationship. 


Further, if sustainability is a hallmark of 
the heterosexual union and only gay 
relationships are unstable, then are we to 
assume that good ol’ Liz Taylor with her 
string of husbands is, in reality, a closet 
lesbian and that King Henry VIII was really 
Queen Henry I because he kept ditching his 
wives? 

Truth is, marriage has never been 
forever for the powerful class and, in these 
modern times, its durability has been even 
further eroded as every class embraces the 
notion that a marriage vow is “until death do 
us part” or the decree kicks in, whichever 
comes first. 

In a world where something like fifty 
percent of straight marriages end in divorce, 
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is it possible that perhaps we are setting 
ourselves a few goals that are all but 
unattainable when we expect every gay 
union to be forever? 

Further, in beating up on ourselves 
because Ellen and Anne or Melissa and Julie 
didn’t make it through the long haul, are we 
not usurping the job of the Christian right, 
whose duty it has been to beat up on the gay 
community since time immemorial. 

In the end, I suspect our unions will 
prove just about as enduring as unions in the 
straight world—or not. 

And if we must worry about something, 
let’s confront the fact that gay relationships 
of extended duration rarely seem 
newsworthy. As in the straight world, there 
are gay unions that endure for twenty-five or 
even fifty years and, while those 
anniversaries are occasions that are 
celebrated within the straight community, 
we seem to be mired down in a sea of 
mourning for the relationships that don’t 
endure instead. 

In the final analysis, the success and 
failure of marriages is not an issue of 
sexuality. It’s an issue of humanity. And, 
considering the fallibility of the human 
condition, it’s a miracle that any 
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relationships, gay or straight, survive it. 
And no one has ever made a miracle 
without at least trying.

To anyone who has ever cast even a 
casual glance at the boxes on an adult 
video rack, the name Chi Chi LaRue pops 
up. quicker than some of the impressive 
appendages seen on the footage within. 
After more than a dozen years calling the 
shots behind the camera, LaRue has 
established well-earned reputation as one 
of the most prolific and professional 
directors in the industry. 

This year, LaRue scored a major 
accomplishment with the formation of his 
own production company, Rascal Video, 
in association with Channel 1 Releasing. 
This diva of gay porn has also made a 
mark in cyberspace, with two websites: 
Chi Chi LaRue.com and Live & Raw. 

With his fingers in so many pies, 
LaRue’s schedule is anything but relaxed. 
Outlooks caught up with the now- 
legendary director via telephone while he 
was attending the IA in New Orleans. 

Outlooks: What made you look at 
the gay porn industry and say “This 
business needs a little Chi Chi’? 

LaRue: Well, you know, I didn’t 
really say that at any specific point—I’ve 
been in love with pornography since I 
was sixteen years old. And not just for 
the sex aspect, I was really into the 
performers as people. I thought of them 
as stars, just like I do television or movie 
stars. I’d buy Cinema X magazine just 


like I would People, and follow the 
careers of these adult performers. 


Outlooks: This was the start of 
everything, then? 

LaRue: When I got a chance, I 
moved to Minneapolis, and I worked at a 
pizza place for eight years—where I 
gained most of my weight! I couldn’t 
walk by the cheese container without 
grabbing a handful! Then I eventually 
moved to Los Angeles and got a job at 
Catalina Video, two weeks after moving 
there, as a salesman. I knew so much

about the business and about the stars and 
different videos that they hired me right 
away. I got bored real quick with sales 
because it wasn’t what I wanted to do— 


started art 
directing the photo shoots and art 
directing the box covers and stuff. I 


I’m too creative—so I 


wanted to direct ‘cause I knew I had 
some good ideas, but Catalina wouldn’t 
give me a chance at first. [Legendary 
director] William Higgins, at a lunch we 
were at one day, said, “Sure, you can 
direct a segment.” It was for a series they 
were doing called Hard Men, a dance 
video where they stripped and at the end 
did a jack-off scene. I got to direct one of 
the segments and it was actually the best 
on the whole tape. 

Outlooks: So you got a taste of what 
you wanted? 

LaRue: Yeah. I knew that I could do 
it and I really enjoyed it and they 
wouldn’t let me direct anything else. So 
I quit. Moved over to a new company 
called In Hand and did my first movie for 
them called Flexx. I discovered my very 
first star with that one—Alex Stone—and 
I just kept going and creating. 

Outlooks: You’ve certainly made a 
name for yourself, not only as a director 
but as a talent scout. What do you look 
for in new performers—is there a certain 
spark?? 

LaRue: Do you know what? WNo. 
I’m really not picky when it comes to 
men. I have really diverse tastes: I like 
big; I like small; I like hairy; I like 
smooth; I like black; I like white; I like 
Asian... I like everything! 

Outlooks: In the ‘70s, and even as 
recently as the early ‘80s, adults stars 
used to have a more “natural” look: a 
pubic hair or two out of place, less-than- 
ripped abs. Do you think the aesthetic 
has changed inthe industry or is this 
body consciousness coming from our 
larger culture as well? 


LaRue: In the ‘70s, they definitely 
did [look more natural] and the ‘80s was 
a decade of shaving every hair off every 
portion of the body.

Outlooks: Your career has 
blossomed in so many _ different 
directions — what do you have your 


sights set on next? 

LaRue: [Sighs] Oh, God! I would 
like to direct more music videos. I don’t 
know if you knew this, but I did a music 
video for Rob Halford—who used to be 
with Judas Priest—and he had a new 
band called Two, which was produced by 
Trent Reznor of Nine Inch Nails. I 
directed his video and it was amazingly 
exciting; it was great.

[Laughs] Anyway, I’d like to 
do more of that.

With over seventy-four minutes of 
intense performance time, it would be a 
disservice to both listener and artist to 
experience Milton Schlosser's Frederic 
Rzewski’s De Profundis and North 
American Ballads in pieces. The 
opening portion, De Profundis, was 
created in 1992 as an exploration of the 
link between music and socio-political 
issues. Part performance art, part sound 
symphony, the work features a variety of 
vocal and audio additions that move its 
classical base into a whole new realm. 
Grunts and hisses give way to recitations 
from one of the letters Oscar Wilde 
wrote to Lord Alfred Douglas while in 
prison. At times, this portion of the 
album sounds like it could be the audio 
track to a high-brow porno vid; at others, 


with a smattering of whistles and shouts, 
it’s an exploration of “intellectual 
Tourette’s Syndrome.” One thing is for 
certain: there is never a dull moment in 
the first thirty-two minutes of play, and 
the work never ceases to be challenging. 

The balance of the album is 
dedicated to songs generally associated 
with labour and civil protests in North 
America. 

Frederic Rzewski’s De Profundis 
and North American Ballads is not a 
party CD, or dinner music, or anything 
else that can be played in a 
“pigeonhole.” It is, above all else, a 
performance and must be experienced as 
such. Schlosser’s CD is masterfully 
played and honestly felt by a man who 
sees music as an equal to the spoken 
word when it comes to matters of 
communication. Bravo.
